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COMMENCEMENT 


The  usual  exercises  and  festivities  of  the  Commence- 
ment season  were  well  up  to  the  highest  standards  of 
the  past.  The  prelude  to  the  week  consisted  of  the 
Commencement  concert  by  the  pupils  of  the  School  of 
Music  Saturday  evening,  May  24.  Both  pupils  and 
teachers  were  highly  complimented  by  the  very  appre- 
ciative audience.  The  Baccalaureate  service  was  made 
particularly  impressive  by  the  exceptionally  fine  mu- 
sical program,  and  the  sermon  by  Dr.  Black  was  char- 
acterized by  his  usual  strength  of  thought  and  power 
of  eloquence. 

The  graduating  recital  of  the  School  of  Music,  Mon- 
day evening,  and  the  Academy's  graduation  exercises, 
Tuesday  evening,  were  well  attended  and  highly  ap- 
preciated, and  the  graduates  who  participated  deserved 
much  praise,  and  it  was  cordially  bestowed  by  their 
admiring  friends.  A  distinctive  feature  of  the  pro- 
gram on  the  evening  of  the  Academy  graduation  was 
the  very  scholarly  address  by  Hon.  Albert  James. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  usual  Junior  Farce  was 
much  enjoyed  by  the  students  and  faculty  and  many 
friends.  It  was  exceptionally  rich  in  jokes  and  "take- 
offs"  on  the  suffering  Seniors,  who  were  really  the

Wednesday  was  Alumni  Day,  and  it  was  every  min- 
ute filled   with   the   many  happy   reunions,  the  noon- 
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day  banquet,  which  lingered  into  the  later  hours  of 
the  afternoon,  and  the  highly  successful  and  happy  en- 
tertainment of  the  evening  hours,  given  by  the  School 
of  Music  and  Alumni,  and  consisting  of  a  musical 
comedy  entitled  "The  Pennant." 

As  is  well  known  in  College  circles,  all  exercises  and 
festivities  of  the  Commencement  season  are  but  ac- 
cessory to  the  crowning  event  of  the  week,  when  the 
graduates  of  the  College  receive  their  honors  and 
decorations.  The  class  oration  was  given  by  Dr.  Bax- 
ter P.  Fullerton,  of  St.  Louis.

The  buildings,  laboratories,  library,  furnishings,  do- 
mestic science  and  art  equipment,  pipe  organ,  pianos 
and  other  musical  instruments,  athletic  grounds  and 
supplies,  and  the  extensive  and  beautiful  campus  give 
Missouri  Valley  College  very  superior  advantages. 

4.  The  heal  environments  of  the  college  are  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

No  college  was  ever  located  in  a  more  beautiful  and 
prosperous  region.  The  town  of  Marshall,  with  its

Besides  the  usual  social  activities  among  s  udents 
in  the  way  of  receptions  and  parties,  such  organiza- 
tions as  the  Christian  Associations,  the  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, the  Gospel  Teams,  the  Literary  Societies,  the 
Inter-Society  and  Inter-Collegiate  Debates,  the  Dra- 
matic Clubs,  the  Choral  Clubs,  the  Glee  Clubs,  the 
Quartettes,  the  Orchestra,  and  the  College  publications, 
such  as  the  Delta  and  Sabiduria,  all  combine  to  give 
lively  coloring  to  the  many  phases  of  real  college  life. 

7.  Missouri  Valley  College  represents  the  highest 
type  of  the  "small  college!' 

Here  the  classes  are  sufficiently  small  to  permit  the 
teacher  to  know  personally  and  intimately  every  stu- 
dent, and  the  deep  personal  interest  thus  created  in  the 
welfare  of  every  student  can  not  be  overestimated.

LAKE  GENEVA  CONFERENCE.

The  men  who  represented  Missouri  Valley  College 
at  the  Conference  this  year  were  Griffith,  Hendrix, 
Patton,  Rolofson  and  Wall. 

As  usual  the  Summer  Conference  for  the  young 
men  from  the  colleges  of  the  Middle  West  was  held 
at  Lake  Geneva,  Wis.,  June  13-22.  About  seven  hun- 
dred men  were  in  attendance,  thirty  of  whom  were 
Chinese,  and  twenty  were  from  the  earlier  Conference 
of  the  World's  Student  Christian  Federation  held  at 
Lake  Mahonk,  N.  Y. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  delightful 
place  than  among  the  forest  covered  hills  surrounding 
this  clear,  cool  little  lake  of  the  northland.  The  camp 
is  a  part  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Training  School  of  Chi- 
cago. The  buildings  are  convenient  and  modern.  The 
lake  offers  boating,  fishing  and  swimming,  and  con- 
tributes greatly  to  the  coolness  of  the  surrounding  at- 
mosphere. Excellent  athletic  grounds  are  provided, 
and  many  athletic  contests  were  held  in  the  afternoons 
between  different  states,  from  which  not  a  little  friend- 
ly rivalry  and  amusement  were  derived. 

The  recreation  features,  however,  were  but  an  in- 
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cident  conducive  to  the  greater  purposes  of  instruc- 
tion, fellowship  and  inspiration.  Classes  in  Missions, 
Bible  Study,  Association  Methods  and  Vocations  were 
directed  by  many  excellent  teachers  in  the  forenoons. 
In  the  evening,  by  the  lake  side,  inspirational  life  work 
meetings  were  held,  portraying  the  broader  Christian 
vision  of  different  vocations. 

In  this  great  Conference  men  from  the  colleges  of 
not  only  some  ten  states  were  brought  together,  but 
this  year  ten  different  nations  were  represented  by 
either  prominent  native  student  leaders  or  returned 
missionaries.  The  broad,  sane,  Christian  fellowship 
that  characterized  such  a  cosmopolitan  gathering  was 
good  to  see.  All  met  on  common  ground  and  for  a 
mutual  purpose.  Strong  appeal  was  made  for  a  broad- 
er world  citizenship.  New  intercollegiate  friendships 
were  formed,  and  old  ones  strengthened.  Surely  no 
normally  minded  man  could  live  for  ten  days  under 
the  pressure  of  such  an  environment  and  not  catch,  in 
some  degree,  the  slogan  of  the  camp  at  Lake  Geneva — 
altruistic  motives  applied  to  every  form  of  service. 


It  is  expected  that  Missouri  Valley  College  will  have 
two  representatives  at  the  Western  Conference  of 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  which  meets 
at  Estes  Park,  Col.,  August  22  to  September  1.  Our 
representatives  are  to  be  Miss  Vera  Cubbage  and  Miss 
Maude  Ficklin,  and  it  is  hoped  they  may  both  attend. 
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The  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the  po- 
sition of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  them  in  their  representatives,  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they  shall  next  year 
give  the  Council  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in 
securing  new  students  for  the  College.
